Trum an preaa-agents have been quick to acute upon the recent 
and Va^hiaRton^ stiwts"wi|i have its 
in com m odity and stock price* aa an excuse for m isleading. 
false and dangerous propaganda. 
For one thing, they argo* that the slump means the end of 
inflation. This is w holly untrue. M oney is a* badly inflated a* 
ever. So is national credit. The peril* are precisely a* great 
a* ever, One good day doesn't mean the patient is cured. 
For another, they argue that the recession proves taxes 
muan't be cut. They say that if the dollar-volum e of business 
declines, we w ill need a high tax rate to bring in the necessary 
revenues, 
A s to tho M arshall Plan, which on the face of thing* could 
be reduced a* prices decline, they have made the very silly asser­ 
tion that the experts which drafted that program foresaw the 
present lower price-levels, and tailored their requests for funds 
in accordance. That claim is too preposterous to be worth dis­ 
cussing, 
The slump proves none cd these things. But it does prove 
something quite different. It proves that the national budget is 
fantastically high. 
W hat the slump serves as is a red light to warn the Am erican 
people that conditions in this nation are unsound; and further, 
that we have no assurance w hatever business activity is going to 
m aintain its present level. 
The Trum an budget calls for an expenditure next year of up­ 
wards of $50,000.000,000— the exact figure can't be stated for 
two reasons: first, not a ll bis requests are before Congress; sec­ 
ond. the budget itself is tricky and deceptive. 
Now, back of this budget was the assumption that business 
volum e in the United States next year would be about the same 
as that for the past year, or approxim ately $200 billion. 
W hat the slump should make clear is that there is no solid 
ground for assuming that the earning* of the Am erican people 
w ill reach anywhere near the $200 billion goal. 
The budget ta one-fourth of the earning* which President 
Trum an has in m ind. 
But suppose business fall* far abort of that le ve l) 
Suppose it is only $150 b illio n ) 
Then the budget, instead of being one-fourth, would be 
one-third of all the earnings of a ll the Am erican people— they 
would be working for Uncle ‘ 
instead of three.
